■ town planning committee. The second asks com- 
bined police and fire-ha!!, magistrate's court and 
£ municipal office at the present site ©rthc fire- 
Cfiali. The third, presented by Councillor . H. J. 
Luck, asks the expropriation of land along the 
old trolley right-of-way from Park Ave. to 
; lyArcy St., and expropriation of land from 
: D'Arcy St. at an angle south?west to Eagle St. 
The purpose of Mr. Luck's / resolution is^to pro- 
vide an "alternative Main St., West of the 'present 
Main St, to relieve the existing congestion. 

All the resolutions have merit to them. They 
must all be seriously considered by'council. How* 
ever, the fact of immediate importance is that, 
while the council has been aware of the needs 
embodied in these resolutions, it rushed head* 
long into the memorial project without giving 
consideration to any of them even- though 
in expenditure, site, and needs, they are bound up 
with the proposed auditorium. Here is, in large 
part, the reason for the poor response of the 
voters to the question of the memorial hall. 
. One other major cause for the voters* want of 
confidence in the council's proposal was brought 
about by the council's own method of handling 
the project. Regular council procedure was by- 
passed. There was no discussion through which 
points of interest could be brought before the 
public Lack of proper publicity is blamed by 
many for the small vote. Apparently* it hasn't 
penetrated the heads of the disgruntled ones that 
it is the council which makes the news, which 
provides the discussions to be reported in The 
Era and Express. 

Had there been a thorough discussion of the 
project in public, had the citizens been given the 
opportunity to place their views on record, there 
would have been ample publicity, resulting in a 
well informed electorate. 
- Up until now, the council has done little to 
alter public opinion of it as expressed through 
the vote. There was to have been a council 
meeting on the Tuesday night following the vote. 
It was postponed. At the meeting this week, des- 
pite a three-hour session, only one small refer- 
ence was made to the memorial hall. 

The council can plead, with some justification, 
that the pressure of business has prevented any 
further consideration of the memorial project. 
The members tackled a heavy agenda on Tues- 
day. But if that plea is uttered, it will stand in 
sharp contrast to the pre-vote expressions of 
urgency, 

. It must be evident to all members of the coun- 
cil that the memorial hall project must not be 
dropped. There is no disagreement from the 
public as to its principle. The disapproval comes 
only from the way the council has handled it. The 
public has rebuffed the council on that point, if 
the council will accept the decision, change its 
ways, and bring in the project in the full light of 
pubic discussion, with attention given to the de- 
sires of the public and other town needs, support 
Will be overwhelming.

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AID TO 
BRITAIN 

The exact relation of Canada to Great Britain 
has always been a source of bewilderment to 
others. We recall the amazement of a party of 
travelling New Yorkers when they learned that 
Canada did not pay tribute to the Old Country, 
was not forced into the war by England's orders, 
and .is completely self-governed. They could not 
understand why, under these circumstances, Can- 
adians were so concerned with England's prob- 

-- ■ ... 

lems. 

Perhaps it is the very informality of the ties 
which unite Canada and England which makes 
them so strong. Certainly, Canadians are under 
no compulsion to bother themselves about Eng- 
land, yet nothing could be more abhorrent to a 

Canadian than the thought that he stood idly by 
when England was in need. 

That sentiment finds admirable expression in 
the weekly reports carried in the Era and Ex-, 
press of some form of assistance sent by Cana-I 
dians, on their own initiative to England. Last 
week, for example, it was reported by the Era and 
Express that the congregation of Trinity Angli- 
can Church in Aurora would hold regular ser- 
vices at which contributions of food would be re- 
ceived for shipment to members of a London 

church. 

'Hie personal parcel plan, which has been re- 
ceived with so much enthusiasm in Newmarket 
and district, is another example of a willingness 
to assist where able. Under the personal parcel 
plan, regular parcels of food are sent directly to 
some one in England who is in extreme need. The 
preparation of the parcels and their despatch 
overseas. is done by volunteers. 

There is no constitutional bond holding Canada 
to England. Instead, there is the far stronger tie, 
that of comradeship. But unless experienced, it 
can never be understood by others. 

IN REPLY 

In last week's issue of The Eva and Express 
there appeared two letters, whose authors seemed 
to : be* under certain misapprehensions. The let- 
ters protested a series of three editorials stat- 
ing our opinion of the. subject of an address of 
Mr, C. H. Millard, national director of the United 
Stcelworkers of America, given in Newmarket at 
the early part of last month. 

With reference to the closing paragraph of Mr. 
A. If, Woods' letter which read: "You say ... in 
references to the United Stcelworkers Union, 'the 
recent strike by that union was conducted in com- 
plete defiance to the lav;/ Again you offer noth* . 
ing to bolster your contention. I can be as dog- 
matic as you and say that your statement is un- 
true." 

If Mr. Woods will consult the Criminal Code, 
he will find a section in which it states that inter- 
ference with the entrance* or exit of non-bulk- 
ing employees at their employment, by a picket 
line is illegal. In the Hamilton strike, the strik- 
ing stcelworkers exercised a virtual blockade of 
the plant, "in complete defiance of the law." 

Mr. Woods makes reference to a change in 
editorial policy. If he consults back issues of 
The Era and Express, in particular during the 
time of the Winnipeg labor convention, he will 
find our editorial protest against Mr. Millard's 
plea for political action by labor unions. Then, 
as now, we asserted that if specific interests act- 
ed first on their own behalf and secondly, on be- 
half of the country, it was not democratic. 

In the second letter, Mr. If. D, Ghent, manager 
of the Newmarket District Co-operative, defends 
the co-operative movement on the grounds that it 
is practical economic democracy. Wo quite agree 
wjth him. If Mr, Ghent will read the editorials, 
he will find that our objection was levelled at 
the political activity that Mr. Millard appeals for 
in co-operatives, farm organizations and labor 

unions. It was not a protest of the economic 
activity of the co-operatives, as Mr. Ghent wrong- 
ly assumes. 

If our correspondents will check the editorials, 
they will find that our objection Is to the political 
use of organizations. We approve of unionism; of 
farm associations; of co-operatives. We have 
placed that approval on record often enough to 
need no further defence. But we have insisted be- 
fore, and we insist again that organized political 
action by co-operatives, farmers, or trade union- 
ists, as specific groups, will be detrimental to the 
good of Canada. Pressure groups do not con- 
stitute, a democratic electorate nor do they ensure 
a democratic government which must, consider 
the interests of all the people, hot the few.

Gar is 
or some other similar big picture 
stories that are available at the 
big table of the juvenile section 
and white keeping a watchful 
eye on the book in Question, let 
the parent take this opportunity 
of browsing around and select* 
ing several books that junior can 
enjoy at home. Here is an op- 
portunity for us, as parents, to 
provide, free of charge, a wide J 
assortment, of reading material 
which is not limited to only the 
younger members of the family. 

Consider the public school 
children who so frequently are 
making their own choice of read- 
ing material—arc their sources 
of intellectual stimilus and 
growth to be derived from the 
comic books which wc see being 
mentally devoured by the doz- 
ens or from the recognized 
worthwhile literature that is to 
be found in the juvenile section 
of the Newmarket public library. 
Daniel Defoe's Robinson Crusoe 
and Kipling's Just So Stories are 
classic favorites. 

If we would realize that books 
are tools in our hands to be used 
in the molding of our children's 
character and if wc would rec- 
ognise the tremendous influence 
books exert on the minds of our 
children, we would make a more 
strenuous effort at directing our 
children's steps along recom- 
mended lanes of reading as 
may be found in our Newmarket 
public library.

Four-year-old David has pick- 
ed up some choice expressions 
from some of the neighborhood 
children. His father has spoken 
to him seriously regarding them. 
"You artn't to use words you 
don't hear at home*' was father's 
main theme. 

Evidently David was impressed 
by the lecture because no foul 
words escaped his lips for a few 
days. Then, one day mother 
overheard David simply "giving 
if to one of his toys. He was 
alone in his room at the time 
and wasn't trying to shock any- 
one to* receive any attention. 
Nevertheless, mother was very 
much shocked and decided such 
terrible, language, required her 
attention. 

David's language, as he applied 
it to his toy, would have been 
excruciatingly comical to her if 
i ( t had been used by ah imaginr 
ary four-year-old as a climax for 
some funny story. However, 
mother failed to sec the humor 
in her young son's cursing. She 
went to his room;" but before she 
had recovered her voice, David 
had remembered. "I won't say 
those bad words again, mommy. 
1 don't hear them at home, do 
I?" 

Fathers lecture had made a 
tremendous impression. Young 
memories are short, that's all. 
They have to be refreshed occas- 
ionally. 

Mother wisely let the subject 
drop at that point. David didn't 
mean to be bad so he didn't de- 
serve punishment. He honestly 
wants to grow up to be like his 
father and talk like he docs, too. 

If David's tongue slips again, 
mother would be wise to talk to 
him calmly about another little 
boy who wanted to talk like his 
father but kept forgetting. Fin- 
ally, that little boy's mother 
washed his mouth — the inside of 
Jt — with soap; and the dirty 
words never did come back. 

David might decide he wants 
his mouth washed out, too; 
whereupon, mother should tell 
him how distasteful soap would 
be but promise to use it the very 
next time he spoke a bad word. 
Most likely David won't want his 
mouth washed out with soap and 
will make a special effort to use 
good words. 

Actually, there is no more 
appropriate consecjuence for us- 
ing unclean language * than a 
thorough cleansing with soap. 
It won't harm the child's health; 
and If h a n d 1 e d tactfully, his 
pride need not suffer. This 
treatment has proven especially 
successful with young children. 

Ordinarily no stress and little 
concern should be i;iven to the 
slang and swear-words used by 
the very young. They are usual- 
ly trying to impress their par- 
ents with new acquisitions in 
speech. If children don't obtain 
results for their efforts, they 
nearly always desist of their own 
accord. However, in David's in- 
stance, a bad hnbit is forming and 
warrants attentfon.

Must Correct Speech Faults 
Early -Mrs. Dorothy Bowman 



Aurora — "The sooner speech 
defects are corrected, the easier 
for the cure to be effected," Mrs. 
Dorothy Bowman, Newmarket, 
told the Aurora-Home and Schol 
Association on Monday night in 
Aurora. "Habits are hard to com- 
bat, and to overcome bad speech 
habits requires a great deal of 
time, though the actual defect 
habits requires a great deal of 
a few minutes. There is a defin- 
ite need for speech correction 
work before the simple defects 
have become bad speech habits." 

Mrs. Bowman said that com- 
munication was important to 
those who are otherwise handi- 
caped. "The blind, the deaf, the 
spastic, and the mentally retard- 
ed can talk their way out of 
much of their handicap, if they 
can talk," she said. She outlined 
some of the difficulties that 
those suffering from handicaps 
encounter in the field of speech, 
and said that they could all be 
helped considerably in their 
struggle for proper pronuncia- 
tion. "A recent survey showed 
that 10 million people in the Uni- 
ted States need speech correc- 
tion," she said. 

"There are thrve major types 

of defective speech; disorders of 
voice, defects of articulation, and 
stuttering," she continued. "The 
causes of each are both organic 



and psychological/* 
Common Voice Disorders 

Mrs. Bowman said that the 
most common voice disorders 
are hoarseness, nasality, high 
pitch, and low volume. She de- 
scribed the conditions that ordin- 
arily cause these disorders are 
outlined the usual procedure in 
the cure of each. 

"Misarticulation is not just a 
matter of mispronouncing 
words," she said. "It is usually a 
difficulty with individual 
sounds. She said that such dif- 
ficulty could be attributed to 
many causes, but that in most 
cases it was simply the result of 
faulty training and habits. "In- 
tensive stimulation with good 
speech, instruction in forming 
the different sounds, and well 
planned drill can do wonders," 
she said. 

"Stuttering is chiefly a psy- 
chological problem," she conti- 
nued. "On the average, stutter- 
ers are no less and no more in- 
telligent, healthy or nervous than 
other people. The breathing ha- 
bits are often faulty in stuttering 
and appropriate drills help effect 
a cure. Any tension needs to be 
relaxed. Encourage and compli- 
ment speech efforts so that there 
is no fear of talking. Drills of nil

Last week I mentioned the 
compost heap. This week I pro- 
pose telling you why it is inval- 
uable and how to make it. 

The compost heap provides 
humus for the *a4I. You will 
hear a great deal regarding "hu- 
mus" so that perhaps a brief ex- 
planation of what humus is and 
what it does will aid in our 
understanding of it; 
• Humus is decayed animal or 
vegetable matter rich in organic 
plant food and containing an 
abundance of soil bacteria. 
Tfi esc bacteria attack the animal 
or vegetable matter, reducing it 
to a state where it becomes 
readily available as nourishment 
to the plants. Humus also has 
excellent moisture holding prop- 
erties so that even in seasons of 
prolonged draught it continues to 
supply plant life with the nour- 
ishment it needs. 

Manure Is the best method of 
supplying humus to the soil but 
as 1 mentioned in an earlfer 

column, it is rather difficult to 
obtain and this necessitates our 
finding other methods. 

The compost heap, for the 
home gardener, is the next best 
method and most of my readers 
are in that category.

speech sounds in rythm are ef- 
fective. 

"Actually no two speech de- 
fectives are alike. In basic res- 
pects they are sometimes quite 
percent) similar; in details, however they 
differ. This means that method 
of training must be adapted 'to 
the individual case. One never 
really works with a speech de- 
fect but with the person who has 
it. 

"For the past four years I have 
been studying and teaching and 
learning from speech-handicapp- 
ed children. To my mind their 
greatest need is sympathetic un- 
derstanding and encouragement 
to speak correctly before their 
infantile speech becomes a bad 
speech habit. Children should 
speak correctly before they en- 
ter school, because after they 

have once entered they have 
enough adjustments to make 
without suffering ridicule be- 
cause of their poor speech. 

"The only way that a pre- 
school child with speech diffi- 
culties can be located is through 
his parents. Half a term is over 
before a teacher of 30 beginners 
can tell which pupils have speech 
difficulties, and there certainly 
isn't time to give the speech han- 
dicapped child the individual at- 
tention he needs. Parents can 
help their child by mentioning 
his difficulties to the teacher. Co- 
operation between parents and 
teachers is absolutely essential 
if children are to be developed to 
the extent of their capacities;' 
Mrs. Bowman said.
